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REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  BOARD. 


Fellow  Citizens  of  Stoddard : 

The  duty  of  presenting  the  annual  report  of  the  school 
board  to  the  town  is  made  more  pleasant  by  the  thought 
that  the  schools  during  the  past  year  have  been  successful 
above  the  average.  Your  board  finds  that  a  decreasing 
school  population  is  productive  of  as  much,  and  perhaps 
more,  care  and  perplexing  thought  as  an  increasing  one. 
It  was  thought  advisable  to  maintain  three  schools  in 
town  during  the  year  1898  and  procure  for  them  teachers 
of  the  ability  and  experience  necessary  to  place  them  on  a 
higher  standard.  To  this  end  it  was  determined  to  pay 
higher  wages  if  suitable  teachers  could  be  found,  believing 
the  schools  would  make  up  in  quality  what  they  lacked 
in  quantity.  The  teachers  at  the  center  and  at  South 
Stoddard  were  paid  eight  dollars  per  week,  including 
board,  while  one  in  No.  2  was  paid  six  dollars  per  week, 
including  board.  In  the  latter  case  the  result  of  the  spring 
term  was  so  unsatisfactory  we  determined  to  secure  a 
teacher  for  the  fall  term  worthy  of  higher  wages.  Five 
pupils  were  schooled  in  Sullivan  at  a  cost  of  $46.00  for 
tw^enty-three  weeks'  attendance  (40c.  per  week  for  each 
pupil).  George  E.  Reed's  girl  attended  school  in  Marlow 
eighteen  v/eeks  at  an  expenses  of  30  cents  per  week. 
The  expense  of  conveying  scholars  is  considerable  of  an 
item  each  year,  and  is  not  an  easy  matter  to  adjust. 
There  are  some  willing  to  make  an  effort  and  some  sacri- 
fice to  get  their  children  to  school,  and  there  are  others 
who    have    to  be  offered  inducements  to  get  them  there. 
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Your  school  board  cannot  say  that  equal  and  exact  justice 
is  done. 

Early  in  the  year,  Mr.  E.  B.  Smith,  who  had  one  year 
more  to  serve,  resigned  from  the  school  board.  The  re- 
maining members  offered  the  appointment  to  difFejrent  ones 
whom  they  considered  competent  and  w^ell  qualified ;  and 
those  declining,  no  further  offers  of  appointment  were 
made. 

Considerable  money  was  expended  for  repairs  on  the 
centre  school  house,  the  interior  being  whitewashed, 
papered  and  painted,  besides  some  carpenter  work.  The 
items  of  expense  w^ill  be  found  in  the  school  treasurer's 
report. 

The  cost  of  school  supplies  has  been  greater  the  past 
year  than  usual.  At  the  beginning  of  the  school  year  it 
was  thought  to  be  economy  to  have  all  of  the  text  books 
repaired  and  covered,  thus  strengthening  and  helping  to 
preserve  them.  The  Holden  patent  book  covers,  adopted 
by  a  large  number  of  towns,  were  procured,  and  we  be- 
lieve admirably  serve  their  purpose.  New  text  books  on 
history  and  physiology  were  introduced ;  also  the  system 
of  vertical  writing. 

The  number  of  marks,  absent  and  tardy,  are  less  than 
usual,  we  think,  but  still  we  find  marks  of  both  kinds 
that  ought  not  to  be  necessary. .  It  is  of  course  impossible 
to  say  what  absent  marks  are  necessary  but  tardy  marks 
are  almost  inexcusable.  We  urge  parents  and  scholars  to 
co-operate  and  keep  future  registers  as  free  from  marks  of 
all  kinds  as  possible.  In  the  South  Stoddard  school  a 
large  number  of  absences  were  caused  by  an  epidemic  of 
whooping  cough,  in  the  fall. 

The  truant  officer  reported  the  number  of  children  be- 
tween five  and  sixteen  years  -old,  to  be  52,  of  which  25 
were  boys,  and  27  girls.  The  whole  number  of  pupils  at- 
tending school  two  weeks  or  more  was  55,  and  six  were 
schooled  out  of  to^wn,  a  total  of  61. 

Following  is  the  report  of  the  schools  in  detail : 
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Centre  Sghool. 
Both  the  spring  term  of  eleven  Aveeks,  and  the  fall  term  of 
twelve  weeks  were  taught  by  Miss  M.  Adella  Arnold;  of 
Dwight,  Mass.  She  is  an  experienced  teacher,  and  con- 
ducted the  school  in  a  very  satisfactory  manner.  Good 
order  was  maintained  throughout  the  year,  and  the  pupils 
were  thoroughly  instructed.  Wages  of  teacher  per  month, 
including  board,  $32.  The  spring  term  was  attended  by 
23  different  pupils.  All  attended  to  reading,  writing  and 
spelling;  17  arithmetic,  13  geography,  grammar,  and  com- 
position, 4  history,  6  physiology.  The  fall  term  was  at- 
tended by  22  different  pupils.  All  studied  reading,  writ- 
ing, spelling  and  arithmetic;  12  geography  and  grammar, 
3  history  and  9  physiology. 

School  2  (Near  Mr.  Hodgman's. 

The  spring  term  of  nine  weeks  was  kept  by  Miss  Emma 
M.  Whitney,  of  Antrim.  The  school  was  not  exactly  a 
success,  and  from  general  consent,  closed  two  weeks  before 
intended.  Some  of  the  older  ones  were  absent  a  good 
deal,  which  of  course  made  it  harder  for  the  teacher  to 
keep  up  interest,  to  say  nothing  of  enthusiasm.  Whole 
number  of  pupils  attending,  five.  All  studied  reading, 
spelling,  writing,  arithmetic,  grammar,  composition  and 
physiology.  Four  geography,  two  algebra,  and  one  phil- 
osophy. Wages  of  teacher  per  month,  including  board, 
$24. 

The  fall  term  was  taught  by  Miss  Marion  R.  Cook,  of 
Washington,  N.  H.  Miss  Cook  is  a  graduate  of  the  New 
Hampshire  State  Normal  School,  and  is  well  fitted  for  a 
teacher,  both  by  nature  and  education.  She  labored  hard 
and  faithfully,  and  the  school  board  feel  that  they  were 
justified  in  paying  the  increased  wages  necessary  to  hire 
her.  Whole  number  of  pupils  attending,  six.  All  studied 
reading,  writing  and  spelling.  Five  arithmetic,  grammar,, 
composition,  physiology,  history,  drawing  and  civil  gov- 
ernment, four  geography,  two  algebra,  and  one  astronomy. 
Wages  of  teacher  per  month,  including  board,  $32. 
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School  3  (South  Stoddard). 

Mrs.  Emma  Cutter  Shotilts  was  secured  for  both  terms 
of  this  school.  Mrs.  Shotilts  fully  sustained  and  added  to 
her  reputation  as  an  efficient  teacher.  Her  interest  is  un- 
flagging and  her  work  is  thorough.  The  school  was  the 
best  yve  have  ever  known  here,  and  the  board  consider 
themselves  fortunate  in  being  able  to  retain  her  as  a 
teacher.  The  spring  term  of  eleven  weeks  was  attended 
by  nineteen  different  pupils.  All  studied  reading,  writing, 
spelling  and  arithmetic,  eight  geograph}^,  grammar  and 
physiology,  three  history  and  composition,  one  algebra 
and  one  bookkeeping.  The  fall  terra  of  twelve  weeks  was 
attended  by  twenty -four  different  pupils ;  record  of  studies 
not  recorded.  Wages  of  teacher  per  month,  including 
board,  $32. 

The  number  of  visits  by  the  school  board  to  the  differ- 
ent schools  was  twentj^-eight.  Number  of  visits  by  parents 
and  others,  291.  Although  this  list  is  made  up  in  part  by 
children,  yet  it  shows  interest  in  our  schools.
